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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Although, the amendment to the claims is directed at correcting 35 USC 112, 2nd parag. issues, it changes the 
scope, and therefore the metes and bounds of the claims. This necessitates and new search and/or consideration. 

Concerning claims 1 , 6, and 1 1 , Applicant notes that Richards fails to teach or suggest the consolidating of identified duplicated logic 
blocks found within a web content file, into one entity (p.1 1 ). The Examiner disagrees, since Richards teaches the mapping of Javascripts 
and Vbscripts into hyperlinks (0016, 0123). Richard fails to explicitly teach to consolidate the duplicated blocks into one entity. It would have 
been obvious to consolidate the same scripts, into the same hyperlink, because Richards teaches bandwidth reduction and effective 
utilization of resources (001 1 , 001 0). This hyperlink consolidation, would have permitted the decrease in banwidth and demand of 
resources across the system involved in the download of the file. 

In conclusion, claims 1,6, 11, and 19-21 remain rejected based on the reasons described above, and based on the state of the claim 
language. 
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
